GROWS MORE HORRIBLE. 


FORTY-ONE CORPSES REPORTED IN 


THE NEWBURY COAL PIT.

N e w b u r y . W. Va., Jan. 23.—Tho wholo 
population of this lifctlo town is in mourn­ 
ing. 
Passing along tho singlo street of 
which tho v illage is composed one’s ear is 
continually saluted by the sad sounds of 
weeping and lamentation, while rnen, strong 
of limb and often with clotkos and faces 
cov ered with tho grirao of tho coal-pit, go 
slowly by with tears streaming down their 
cheeks, or stand in little groups, conv ersing 
in subdued tones, choked with sobs. 
At tho 
mouth of the shaft, which is situated just at 
tho foot of a high and steep hill, on the out­ 
skirts of the town, and about half a milo 
from the depot, are congregated upward of 
500 people, anx iously awaiting tho tiding ; 
brought up by tht band of reseurers at 
work at tho bottom of tho pit. 
Little is 
said by the watchers, and tho silence, 
solemn and impressiv e, is only broken by 
the suppressed sobbing of the widows, tho 
childless, and tho fatherless. 
The list of dead has been rev ised and cor­ 
rected, and now foot up tho ghastly total of 
thirty-nine, of whom twenty-two were mar­ 
ried. 
The cause of the awful calamity is 
attributed to the remov al by Albert Mc­ 
Williams of a bulkhead across one of tho 
v entilating galleries, which turned tho fresh 
air from its proper course and permitted 
tho accumulation of iire-damp. 
This was 
iircd by a naked lamp, and all perished. 
At H o'clock p. m. Friday four bodies had 
l>eon discov ered and remov ed to the bottom 
of the shaft, but not brought to tho sur­ 
face. 
They aro so blackened and disfigured 
as to bo unrecognizable. 
It is now said that 
two additional men, strangers, were inspect- 
ing the mine at tho time of the ex plosion, 
and were both killed. 
This makos the 
list of dead forty-one.

telle resolution regarding the alleged erasure 
of inscrip tions and discharge of Union v et­ 
erans at Norfolk navy yard was before the 
house, Friday. The naval committee had re­ 
p orted an amendment ex tending the scop e 
of the resolution so th at it would take in the 
act* of 
iformer Rep ublican officials, es­ 
p ecially of Senator Mahone’s transactions 
in connection with tho yard. 
This was re­ 
sisted by the Ifep ublicans, because they said 
they wanted to amend tho amendment and 
tho p revious question had been demanded, 
thus shutting off the amendment. 
Up on 
the Democrats insisting 
on p utting the 
m atter 
through 
as 
it 
came 
from 
the 
committee, 
the * 
Rep ublicans 
filibustered and a call of the house was or­ 
dered and the sergeant-at-arms directed to 
hunt up absent members and bring them 
before the bar of the house. 
The call 
showed 296 members in their seats, and 
Reed moved to disp ense with further p ro­ 
ceedings under the call, and called atten­ 
tion to the full attendance of member« . He 
.p leaded for free discussion, claiming th at no 
harm ever ianw from free discussion of le­ 
gitim ate p rop ositions. 
A running debate *fchen ensued between 
Reed, Herbert and Hewitt, Reed claiming 
the right to debate the amendment, and the 
others insisting th at there was nothing to 
debate until tho 
information called for in 
the resolution had been received. 
Finally Reed's motion was voted down 
and after a short time of waiting tho ser- 
geant-at-arms brought to the bar of the 
house Sowclen, Riggs and Bingham.

ex cuses furnished by these runaway mem­ 
bers created considerable merriment but 
were deemed satisfactory and they were re­ 
leased from custody. 
Further p roceedings 
under the ca41 was disp ens x l with and the 
p revious question was ordered. 
The nex t 
half hour witnessed tho most ex citing p o­ 
litical debate ofthe session. 
Boutelle, op en­ 
ing his sp eec h up on the resolution called at­ 
tention to the fact th at the first legislative 
act of the house had been the p assage of a bill 
removing the p olitical disabilities of an 
ex -Confederate who waited 
more 
than 
twenty years before discovering a desire to 
be .p laced in the line of eligibility to an ap ­ 
p ointment under the ex ecutive dep artment 
of the United States. 
In contrast with this, 
he had been tauntingly informed th at fifteen 
minutes of time was an amp le allowance in 
which to p resent the case of the outrageous 
dismissal of disabled veterans of the Union 
arm y from the emp loyment of the govern­ 
ment, and tho obliteration, debasement, aiid 
removal of inscrip tions commemorative of 
the success of the Union arm y. 
He trusted 
these 
facts,

in 
jux tap osition 
would p rove more 
instructive 
to the 
country 
than

offer. 
He had found evidence that since 
the 4th of March, 1885, there had boon ro- 
p eated and systematic removals from the 
p ositions in which they were p laced of 
officers of tho government of wounded and 
disabled veterans of tho rep ublic to make 
p lace for the men who had sought to 
destroy it. 
He deemed that a fitting m atter to call to 
the attention of the house and country. 
The attem p t whenever made, ami by who­ 
ever made, to set up tho p lea th at tho 
tearing down of the loyal memorials of the 
war was demanded by any broad senti­ 
ment 
of 
p atriotism, 
was 
based 
on 
absolute 
sop histry. 
If 
the 
time had 
come, or should come, to obliterate the 
great memorials of the rebellion, the monu­ 
ments of tho rol>ellion itself should be first 
torn down. 
Ha had a list of great marble 
monuments growing up all over this land to 
p erp etuate the cause of treason and rebellion. 
He bad a descrip tion of a monument erected 
in Georgia, bearing inscrip tion breathing 
anything but a sp irit of loyalty to this 
government—bearing on its face evidence 
of the design to p orp etuafco the memory of 
the attem p t on the life of the rep ublic. 
Two years ago when the bouse was con­ 
sidering an ap p rop riation of $1,000,000 for 
the New Orleans ex p osition the p eop le down 
there who were so anx ious to have Union 
memorials obliterated were erectiug a monu­ 
ment thirty feet high, to Robert E. Lee, the 
chief—tho m ilitary head of the relx sllion. 
There was no justice in the claim that a 
broad p atriotism required tho obliteration 
of the records of the grandest triump h ever 
made for humanity since first the morning 
stars iai» g together.

Wise of Virginia, rep lying, was glad to

C o l u m bu s , Ohio, Jan. 231—Ohio is filling 
up her cup of p olitical trouble fast. 
She 
has now two senates. 
One p resided over by 
a Rep ublican 
lieutenant governor, 
the 
other by a Democratic p resident p ro tern. 
This was brought about by Lieutenant 
Governor Kennedy’s firm p osition against 
allowing the four Democratic senators from 
Hamilton county to vote on any p rop osition 
relating to their contests. 
Early in F ri­ 
day’s session Kennedy announced, in a long 
decision, 
that 
the 
recent 
rules 
adop ted 
by 
the 
m ajority 
to 
shear him of p ower were unconstitutional, 
and nullities, which 
he would refuse to 
recognize. 
This stunned the Democrats, 
who were not ex p ecting it so soon. 
The 
trouble came when 
Chairman Vancleaf 
p resented a rep ort from the committo on 
p rivileges 
and 
elections 
asking 
more 
authority to go into the contest cas< a 
The 
Rep ublicans slyly p ut in a minority rep ort 
as a substitute, which 
was p ractically 
Pavey’s resolution for trial of the cases in 
op en senate. 
The Rep ublicans moved to 
adop t the m inority rep ort, and Kennedy 
ruled that the four Hamilton county sena­ 
tors, being interested, 
could 
not vote. 
Brashears and Kuehnert, two Democrats 
fi*om Cincinnati, were much ex cited and 
shook their fists a t tho chair, demanding 
tfceir rights. 
Both were told to sit down or 
suffer being p ut down by force. 
Kueh­ 
nert was fierce, and called up on President 
O’Neil, Democrat, to take the chair and 
oust Kennedy, to which tho latter said he 
“would not take tho chair just now,” ami tho 
the Rep ublicans got ready to p revent it by 
force. 
Every attem p t at ap p eal, to ad ­ 
journ, or delay action was denied* by Ken­ 
nedy, and the four senators did not vote. 
Finally, after five hours’ squabbling, tho 
Democrats were defeated and the substitute 
p roviding for 
op en 
investigation 
was 
adop ted by 17 Rep ublican* votes, the Demo­ 
crats not voting on any p rop osition. 
The 
decision gave them 10 votes. 
A long siege 
of p arliam entary strategy was ended by 
Kennedy declaring the senate adjourned on 
a viva voce vote. 
O’Neill then took the chair, ordered the 
yeas and nays on adjournment, and, in fact, 
organized a senate of twenty Democrats, 
and adjourned until Monday. 
The Rep ub­ 
licans will meet again and adjourn till 
Monday. 
A long contest Is ex p ected, and 
both sides will fljght for p ossession d£ the 
senate chamber. 
Both rides caucused a t 
night The Rep ublicans will likely endea v o r 
to swear in the four Rep ublican sett- 
atorial cla ima nt#, who have now a fa ir 
chance to be « sa ted.
